At the University of Montreal 

It Is my pleasant duly this afternoon to bring you the greetings 
of a sister inetirulioii. We of McGill University, profesisors and sUi-

Mustache Is 
Sparser Tfian 
40 Years Ago 

Research at Redpath 
Reveals Tonsorial 
Statistics

Extcn-sive" research in the little- 
u-wd upper Stack of the Redpath 
Library reveals that, over a period 
of forty years, almost uniformly 
one-sixteenth of all male studenU 
of McGill University have sported 
mu.'itaches. This fact was brought 
to ligiit after the dust from An- 
nuals covering the years 1900 
through 1940 had been blown away 
and the pictures of maiden artsmen, 
engineers, dotors, lawyers, et al, 
perused with an eye f«r hirsute 
adornments. 

At the turn of the century, the 
gentlemen. Class of '00 of the Sci- 
ence Faculty were most outstand- 
ing In regard to mustaches. Theirs 
were flourishingly shaggy, as 
though the scientists had had their 
minds on their test-tubes rather 
than on their razors. The medical 
men evidently thought beards 
would lend conviction to their bed- 
side manner as several pictures of 
bearded doctors bristle from the 
pages. 

The imminence of war does not 
throw a perceptible shadow in "Old 
McGill, 1913." Throughout the war 
years, however, the type of mus- 
tache favored most was the Anth- 
ony Eden or Ronald Colman type: 
neat, yet rugged. 

These probably went over well 
with the current crop of R.V.C, 
ettes, who were, themselves, rather 
involved in hair-styles. The older 
pompadour, great puffs, undoubted- 
ly reinformed from within by vari- 
ous efficient means, had about 
given way to the center part with 
large dips on either side, or, a 
variation on this same deplorable 
theme, a fringe of hair over the 
forehead anchored with a Grecian 
head band. This mode endured un- 
til the late 1920's when a wave of 
boyishness swept the .Vorth Ameri- 
can continent. Miles of woman's 
crowning glory fell at the feet of 
thousands of relentless barbers. The 
result of this international shearing 
was a crop of wind-blown bob^. The 
Annuals from '29 to '34 show rows 
of determinedly casual-looking co- 
eds. Occasionally, within the pages, 
one encounters a resolute hold-out 
with massive twists o( hair bound 
round her head but -Jte Is fighting 
a losing battle and will inevitably 
follow her shorn colleagues in the 
wake of fashion. 

Through the years the percentage 
of mustaches has not varied con- 
siderably but beards have virtual- 
ly disappeared and mustaches have 
definitely become smaller. This is 
undoubtedly a distressing sign of 
the times to manufacturers of mus- 
tache cups and other accessories of 
an archaic institution. Perhaps the 
1941 Annual, the most recent bar- 
ometer, will give a more accurate 
report on the trend the mustache 
is taking and precisely what its 
future is to be.

Among the Guest 
Speakers 

The main event of the drive 
of the University of Montreal 
to complete their Univpr?ity on 
the mountain took place Satur- 
day afternoon. The guest 
-poakcrs wfr»! Paul Dozois, 
pre.'iident of the Chambre of 
Commerce, Bi.«hop Maurault, 
rector of thn university, Arch- 
bi-^hop Charbonneau, Chancel- 
lor of the Univeriiity, F. Cyril 
James, principal of McGill 
vcrsity, Henri Groulx, Minister 
of Health, Premier Adelard 
Godbout, Arthur Vallee, presi- 
dent of the Admini.^trative 
Council of the U. of M. and 
Georges LeChene, president of 
Students' Society, 

The demonstration, sponsored :ibT 
the Chambre of Commerce was at« 
tended by about forty thousand 
people. A feature of this meeting 
was the picket parade of the stu- 
dents who carried signs pertaining 
to their cause. Typical of these are 
"Venl Vidi?". "There'll always be 
a University". The students then 
proceeded to the reception hall 
where the guest speakers spoke. 
Speeches in Bnildinr- 

The speakers were introduced by 
Roger Charbonneau. The speakers 
in general emphasized the import- 
ance of completing the university 
because first the present buildings 
are unfit for students to study; 
Secondly, the University of ]IIonl| 
real should be the foremost Fr»ch 
university in America and as such" 
should occupy better premises. Fin- 
ally, in view of the fact that France 
was under foreign dwnination, the 
University of Montreal must grow 
and perpetuate French culture and 
art In partlcsdar Mr. Dozois thank- 
ed all the institutions who had ac- 
cepted the invitation to attend the 
meeting. Mr. Le Chene told the 
student? of the importance of know- 
ing their University. Messrs Char- 
bonneau, Vallee, Godbout assured 
the students of their fullest co-op- 
eration. The complete text of Prin- 
cipal James' speech is given below. 
Following the speeches a reception 
for the special guests was given. 
High EaroUnent. 

The University of Montreal was 
originally a bra.ich of Laval Uni- 
versity in Quebec, and when it was 
large enough it became incorpor- 
ated as a separate university. At 
present there are registered about 
1,500 students in the university of 
whom 107 are in dental surgery, 
105 in law, 30 in social hygiene, 
300 in arts, 255 in medicinal, S8 in 
pharmacy, « in phUosophy, 280 in 
science, and 200 in social science. 

The present project was started 
in 1924 and owing to financial dif- 
ficulties, the authorities were forc- 
ed to abandon it for the time being. 
The purpose of the present drive is 
to collect money to finish it. When 
the University is completed, it will 
be heated by a totally automatic 
boiler system which will also gen- 
erate clech:icity. It will "oe the 
largest single-unit university in the 
world.

The committee is to be praised for its 
efforts to make the Prom a success. The 
Annour>- was not designed for a dance- 
hall, but to be used as a gj-mnasium and 
as a parade ground for a mirnar>- train- 
ing program. In addition to this intrinsic 
difficulty, the decorations must be ar-

and Saturday morning so as not to con- 
flict with the militarj- time-table. Despite 
all this, the committee has worked quick- 
ly and confidently; a fine orchestra has 
l)6en procured, arrangements have been 
made to serve n cabitrpt- style supper and 
to service the floor whicli has been sub- 
jected to considerable wear in the past 
two months. 

The Junior Prom is more than a glori- 
iied dance— it is THE social function of 
the university — as much so as Commence- 
ment i.' in an academic sense or a cham- 
pionship football playoff is in an athletic 
sense. 

The fact that the word Junior appears 
does not beer the slightest implication 
that the dance is in any way a function 
uniquely of the third year student.', but 
merely that it is arranged by a committee 
chosen from the Junior years. Probably 
the third year students will patronize the 
Prom in greater number, but that should 
be no reason for the other years to hold 
back. The fresjuncu particularly arc to 
be reminded that the best time to begin 
attending the .social functions of the school 
is in their fir.-i year.

Fridaj' nifiht at the Windsor Hotel, the 
McOill String Quartet opened its 1040-41 
season, with Donn DouKtiis CInrkc as guest 
pianist.

.tincc its liKCption a .war ago. the repertoire 
hat been enlarged, and the process of knitting

ganic unit has shown considerable progress. 
In addition, a new violinist has come into the

The big work on the program was Brahms 
F Minor Piano Quintet. In it. Dean Clarke 
revealed himself r.s a very fine piani.^t. get- 
ting excellent lone and remarkably vigorous 
rhythm? from the difficult piano part. The 
Quartet acquitted itself admirably with very 
few breaks in the consistently fascinating tex- 
ture ot this Quintet. A disturbing factor, 
which will, no doubt, be ironed out with fur- 
ther rehearfsl, wsf the brittle and discon- 
tinuous character of the tone in pianissimo 
passages.

Robert Taylor is definitely ""t a propaganda 
film in npilc of its poiuiibllilics. With the. 
scene ot the whole picture laid In either Ber- 
lin, n concenlralioii camp or a small village 
near the camp, Mcrvyn LeRoy, the director, 
must have labored hard to prevent the film 
from being Just snotlier picture about tier- 
many, lii.slead, against this background he 
has woven n story ot human beings; n story 
of pcoplç who in apllo of their political b«> 
liefs arc nevertheless full of the natural sen- 
thnenis and feelings found all over the world. 

The storj' Is centred around the iucces.stul 
efforts ot a young American painter, Mark 
Pivyslng (Itobert Taylor) to rcsciin hia motlior 
tNazimovfl) from execution In a concentration 
camp. Ills mother had been in her timo one 
ot the foremost actresses of Germany, but 
after her return to the Third Reich she had 
run afoul of the political police, Preysing Is 
Hided In his efforts by one ot the most real, 
one of the most human and humane portray- 
als of the picture in the form of Countess 
Ruby von Treck (Norma Shearer). Fmthcr 
assistance comes from the camp doctor who 
in his younger days had been an ardent ad- 
mirer of the eminent actress. They, helped 
by Iho unwitting aid of Genernl Kurt von 
Kolb who is torn by a conflict belween duty 
and Ills inclinations, niicceeded in whisking 
the now helpless actrea.i from midcr the noses 
of the political police. The details ot the rcS' 
cue would in themselves have mado the pIC' 
ture good. 

But when such a plot Is handled by one 
of the mo.^t capable casts possible the picture 
rises to greater heights. But the picture does 
not do this until close to the end, for the start 
Is very slow and gives the Impression of be- 
ing another hackneyed film. 

The bright spot of the early part of .the pic- 
ture is the portrayal of the actress by Nazi- 
mova. Although only on the screen lor a few 
minutes, by the force of her personality Ma- 
dame Alia Nâzimova dominates the entire 
film. 

Robert Taylor at the outset overnctcd, 
which was not wholly his fault for his litres 
were trite and cliche. But as the picture pro- 
gressed he improved so that during the last 
reel it was difficult to recognize any signs ot 
the film Idol; all that remained was an actor 
submerged in his part. 

Acting laurels throughout the show were 
shared by Norma Shearer and Conrad Veldt 
Veldt was ruthless when the situation de- 
manded, tender when necessary, but always 
the Prussian General. Miss Shearer is Miss 
Shearer, the screen's best actress. She 1> al 
ways the Countess who through the force of 
circumstances must remain in Germany, She 
wants to help the prisoner escape and yêt the 
consequences are terrible. You fere aUVays 
aware of the struggle within her and can sym 
pathize with her whenever one or the other 
gains the upper hand. 

While the characters arc real, the back- 
ground is not Or at least docs not seem to 
be. That is the only blemish on a picture 
that will be discussed by everyone for a long 
time after it has been shown.
